Two or three hours, whenever we meet, 
is little enough time to get in all the square 
dancing we like, and we as square dancers 
cant afford the risk of being classified 
politically, religiously or racially. 


Not long ago a columnist in a leading 
newspaper in one of our large cities wrote 
an editorial which pointed to square dances 
in his area as being the haunts for a type of 
people we all classify as undesirable. We all 
realize that something as fine as square 
dancing, with open doors, can attract many 
things, but it is our responsibility to protect 
an activity which is so valuable, which pro- 
vides as much pleasure, and which has its 
very roots solidly fixed in democratic earth 
work. 


Surely it is our right as citizens to stand 
for principles and to back the candidates 
and ideals which we can endorse, and it is 
also right that we keep square dancing 
filled with the fun and comfortable pleasure 
which we all need. So, let's keep politics 
out of square dancing.

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HILLGROVE’S COMPLETE GUIDE 


ih being Leap Year, its perhaps a 
little odd to touch on the part man has 
to play in that so-called “lost” art of chiv- 
alry, or, in down-to-earth plain English, 
good square dance courtesy. 


In Hillgrove’s Ballroom Guide, printed in 
1863 in New York the following excerpts 
illustrate the lengths to which a man was 
expected to “cater to” the “weaker” sex. 
Mr. Hillgrove describes the bow, for in- 
stance, as follows: 

“This is the proper salutation for a gen- 
tleman before commencing to dance; and 
also when entering or leaving a room, or 
receiving his friends. The bow to be exe- 
cuted in four movements, as follows: To be- 
gin, the pupil should be standing in the first 
or fundamental position (fig. A). To exe- 
cute the bow properly, the following rules 
must be observed: 

“First—The pupil will place the left foot 
sideways to about the distance of one length 
of the foot, (fig. B). Count one. 


“Then draw the right foot close to the 
left, in the first position (fig. C). Count two. 


“In the last moment of this movement, 
the bow begins, and the upper part of the 
body bends gently forward, without twist- 
ing the shoulders; the knees stretched, the 
arms slightly bent and hanging down in 
front; the hands a little curved; the eyes 
directed first straight forward, and then, 
during the bow, downwards (fg. D). Count 
three. 


“When the bow is completed, the upper 
part of the body is raised, and the eyes are 
again directed forward ( fig.C ). Count four.” 

There now. That was the prescribed way, 
in 1863, to bow to a lady when asking her 
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to dance. Far-fetched and unduly fussy this 
may seem, but, to tell the truth, our friend 
Hillgrove had some things to say, in his 
stilted fashion, that could well be applied to 
today's square dance courtesy, just as they 
did almost 100 years ago. Such as: 


“, .. The petty ambition of endeavoring 
to create a sensation by either dress, loud 
talking, or unusual behavior, is to be con- 


demned; also the effort to monopolize a 
certain part of the room during the even- 


ing, or of forming exclusive circles when 
unanimity and good feeling should prevail, 
are, to say the least, exceptionable. 

“If prudent, you will not enter a quadrille 
without knowing the figure, and at least a 
few of the steps.” 

“Dance quietly, from the hips downward. 
Do not jump, caper, or sway your body. 

“Sets should be formed with as little con- 
fusion as possible. Running to obtain a posi- 
tion should be carefully avoided, and all 
should strictly refrain from volunteering 
directions about the dance, unless by re- 
quest of the Master of Ceremonies (i.e., 
Caller? ). 

“When a gentleman is waiting on a lady 
to a ball, he should invariably dance the 
first set with her; and may afterwards in- 
troduce a friend, or exchange partners, or 
dance again, as-circumstances or inclination 
may dictate.” 

Common courtesies existent in the square 
dance clubs often form the difference be- 
tween the success or failure of that club, just 
as the small courtesies mark an individual as 
a “good guy to know —“a real gentleman.” 
Actually, these little courtesies should be, 
and in some cases are, the rule rather than 
the exception.

WHEEL AROUND 


This call by Herb Greggerson on CAPITOL RECORDS new release CAS-4020 
Music by Slim and His Country Cousins 


introduction: 
As called, the couples alternate in doing right and left throughs, etc. 
It’s all around your left-hand lady 
See-saw your pretty little taw 
Men move to their left, pass right shoulders and walk around corner, then, after passing in 


front of corners, move once again to the outside. Passing left shoulders, move around behind 
partner, then in front of partner to return to corner girl for an allemande left. 


Allemande left with your left hand 

Right to your honey and a right and left grand 
Meet your honey and promenade 

Keep on promenading, don’t slow down 

Now 2 and 4, you wheel around 

With a right and left thru, two by two 

And a right and left back on the same old track 
Two ladies chain and across you go 

Then chain right back and don’t be slow. 

Now chain these girlies down the line 

Hold onto her, you’re doing fine. 


Promenade eight and don’t slow down 
Couples 2 and 4 stop and reverse direction by the man backing up a half as his girl moves 
forward one-half, both to face the couples behind them. 2 is facing 1, and 4 is facing 3. With 
the couples they are facing, each does a right and left over and back, then chains the ladies 
across and back. Couples 2 and 4 then make a 3/4 turn, while couples 1 and 3 make a 1/4 
turn so that 2 faces 3 and 4 faces 1. Chain the ladies with these couples, keeping the new 
girl and promenading. 


(Repeat for 1 and 3, then for 2 and 4, and once again for 1 and 3.) 
Now join hands and circle left and here we go 
Break that ring with a do-si-do 
It’s partners left and back to your corners 
Twirl that corner right under 
Swing that next girl there like thunder. 
After turning partner left, corner right, gee left, give a right hand to corner, ek apy make 


a left-face turm under man’s right hand, then move ahead to the next girl, which is their 
original opposite, and swing her. 


(Repeat this so that men end with their own partners. )

Everybody balance; Give your little gal a swing 
All four boys step across; And swing across the ring 
After taking a little balance step away, each man steps up and swings his partner, leaving 
her, and moves across the ring to his opposite and swings this new lady. 
Now Swing the new little corner gal; She’s waitin’ there in line 
From this spot across the ring, each man swings his new comer girl (for No. 1 man this 
would be No. 2 lady). 
Now swing with your honey, sonny; You got lots of time. 
Each man returns to original partner and swings her, 
A — Allemande left with your left hand; And now boys on the run 
Right and left grand around the set; You go like a son of a gun 
Promenade that pretty little girl; We'll have lots of fun 
After turning comers with a left hand for an allemande left, all 8 do a grand right and 
left, meet partner, and promenade home. 
Swing with your honey, sonny; The dance has just begun. 
B — Head couples go forward and back; Boys you’re doing fine 
Right and left thru across the set; Separate and stand in line 
First and third couples do a right and left thru across the set by giving a right hand to 
their opposite person , passing thru, a left hand to their own and a right hand in the 
small of her back, wheeling her around to face the center. Separating from their partners, 
lady No. 1 now stands next to man No. 4, while her partner, man No. 1, stands beside 
lady No. 2. (Man No.3 stands beside lady No.4, while lady No.3 stands beside man No. 2. ) 
Side couples right-hand star; Turn it, make it shine 
Swing ‘em on the corner boys; You got lots of time. 
Couples 2 and 4 make a right-hand star, turning CW one full time, to swing this person 
who a moment ago was on the lady’s right and the man’s left. 
C — Do-si ‘round the corner girl; Swing your honey mighty fine 
Keeping this person as a partner, each dancer does a right shoulder do-sa-do around the 
next corner person, returning to the girl they swung a monent ago, to swing again, then 
promenade. 
Swing and swing, then promenade; With the fiddle keep in time 
One is three and three is one; Head gents are out of gear 
Men 1 and 3 will return to their opposite from original home position, while 2 and 4 
men will return to their original spots—all with this new girl. 
Swing with your honey, sonny; You'll get straight, don’t fear. 
Repeat “B” 
D — Do-si ‘round the corner gal; Swing your honey mighty fine 
Swing and swing, then promenade; With the fiddle keep in time 
[told your mate I‘d get you straight; So promenade ‘em home. 
Head gents have repeated the action in “B” and “C” above, returning to their original 
home spot. 
Swing with your honey, sonny; Swing now with your own. 
Repeat “A” 
Repeat “B” and “C” for side couples. 
Repeat “B” and “D” for side couples. 
Last Chorus 
Allemande left with your left hand; Come back down the line 
Right and left, go ‘round the set; This is your last time

Two “big time” well known callers, Herb 
Greggerson and Paul Phillips, hit the square 
dance spotlight this month as their first 
recordings are released. Paul Phillips of 
Oklahoma City just finished doing a portion 
of the calling honors at the big state Festi- 
val at Fort Worth last month, while E] Paso 
Herb Greggerson’s calling travels are taking 
him into Anchorage, Alaska and the Nether- 
land West Indies. 


GOUARE dancing being a great over- 
J grown baby who, like Topsy, “just 
growed, has many terms, vocabulary and 
geographic problems which sometimes tend 
to befuddle an already slightly bewildered 
student of the do-si-do. 


Hastening to assure the reader that it is 
not attempting to take the position of an 
authority, Sets in Order will make a stab 
ata few answers that have become quite 
repetitive in the mail of late. 


The difference between a square and a 
tip: There are lots of different ideas about 
these two words, but the best definition we 
have is that a square is one uninterrupted 
square dance call which may include an 
introduction, one or more basic square 
dance patterns, some breaks, and then an 
ending. The length of time varies anywhere 
from a couple of minutes to the very un- 


popular 15 or 20—the average being some- 


where between 4 or 5. 


A tip, on the other hand, is a section of 
square dances usually sandwiched in be- 
tween two short breathing spells or inter- 
missions. In California, a tip consists of two 
squares. In some places three squares are 
called before the dancers are allowed a rest 
or change of partners. 


What are meant by the terms folk dance, 
and round dance? Actually all square and 
couple dancing should be considered a type 
of folk dancing. Four couples in quadrille 
formation are usually considered the nu- 
cleus for a square dance. One couple in 
any of a number of different dance posi- 
tions will do a round or a couple dance. 
(This includes dances based on the waltz, 
two-step, polka, gavotte, etc.) This field 
of round dances also includes mixers and 
some combinations (such as Hot Pretzels 
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SQUARE DANCER 


and Jessie Polka), which can be danced 
with any number of individuals in a line. 


Another phase of folk dancing is inter- 
national folk-dancing, which covers the tra- 
ditional dances of many lands. 


What do the initials LOD and RLOD 
in written instructions on round dances re- 
fer to? LOD means the line of direction— 
usually counter-clockwise around a circle, 
while RLOD refers to reverse line of direc- 
tion, usually with couples facing in a clock- 
wise direction. 


What does the term “simple dishrag” 
used in so many square dance calls refer 
to? A simple dishrag is merely a method 
for reversing the direction 6f a couple so 
that, once turned around, the lady is still 
on the gentleman’s right side. This can be 
accomplished by the couple raising their 
joined hands (mans right, lady's left), and 
as the man walks around in a sweeping 
right-face turn to face about, his partner 
does a simple left-face turn under the man’s 
right arm to reverse her direction also, and 
face the same way as the man. 


What is the wagon-wheel spin? Several 
currently popular square dance figures in- 
clude a call for the wagon-wheel spin, 
which is simply that motion of a man fac- 
ing the lady, giving his right forearm to her 
right forearm, walking around each other 
one full time, and giving an extra shove so 
that the lady makes a right-face turn and 
a half, so that her left hand is free to hook 
the arm of a gentleman designated or to 
follow any particular call.

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[HEN it came to making plans for Sets in 
Order’s 1952 summer program, one problem 
stood out very plainly.

Frank Hamilton, Pasadena, California; Amie Kron- 
enberger, West Los Angeles, California; and a 
folk-singer yet to be announced.

d = life of a City Recreation Director is 
a busy one, but in the State of California 
there is at least one man in this capacity 
who has taken time to teach and promote 
square dancing in his city. This is Willard 
T. “Billy” Vandiver, of Huntington Park, 
near Los Angeles. Billy estimates that, un- 
der his administration, 3000 people have 
been taught to square dance during the 
past three years. His first class, three years 
ago, numbered 400 eager learners. 

Billy comes from Missouri, where he 
square danced as a child. Fourteen years 
ago he started calling and teaching in Kan- 
sas City. He taught children from 3 to 16 
years to square dance on horseback before 
he taught folks to square dance on their 
own feet! He got his knowledge of the 
calls from old timers in old time dancing 
clubs which have never stopped square 
dancing. Soon the parents of his horse- 
back-dancing youngsters showed an inter- 
est in square dancing and Billy took over 
the job of teaching them, too. 

In 1944 Billy came to California, where 
he settled first in San Bernardino, lived for 
a time in Coronado, and finally moved to 
Huntington Park, where he made square 
dancing a regular part of the City Recrea- 
tion Program. 

Always interested in athletics of all kinds, 
Billy competed in the Olympic trials in 
wrestling in 1924 and in 1928, officiated at

the Olympic Games in 1932. All of this 
experience stood him in good stead when 
it led to his being administrator of recrea- 
tion some 18 years ago. He was, indeed, 
one of the first industrial recreation direc- 
tors in the United States, for the Kansas 
City power and light company. “Most peo- 
ple,” says Billy, “think that recreation 
means, simply, athletics. Recreation is, 
however, a much wider field, although 
closely allied to athletics, and square danc- 
ing, tap dancing, or story telling, are just 
as much a part of recreation as the more 
strenuous sports.” 

Billy goes on, “One of the happiest rea- 
sons for including square dancing as part 
of a recreation program is that it can be 
promoted with no expense to the taxpayer, 
as it is a self-supporting activity. Further, 
as has been said so many times and is so 
true, nothing will mix people and give them 
fun quicker than square dancing. It is such 
an important and wholesome recreation 
activity that many administrators attend 
classes in square dancing within their own 
departments. 
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AL McMULLEN 
L McMULLEN, of North Hollywood, 


California, is known as a “fun’ caller, 
who can take some of the simple calls, in- 
ject new twists and give his dancers a won- 
derful time. He started calling in 1948 for 
his own amusement when a group of his 
friends gathered in the McMullen patio to 
dance to records. The calls on the records 
were quickly memorized, lost their chal- 
lenge, so Al tried the calling and that did 
it. He gives much credit for help in those 
early calling days to Fenton (Jonesy) Jones 
and Al Bade. He started teaching beginners 
at Burbank Recreation Center in February 
1949 and continued until August 1951. Dur- 
ing that time approximately 4500 dancers 
went thru Al's classes, averaging about 200 
participants but sometimes going as high 
as 500 in a single class. Al and Helene, his 
wife, belong to several clubs and manage 
to get in a lot of square dancing. Al’s favor- 
ite calls are the singing variety and he calls 
for clubs in the Glendale—North Holly- 
wood—La Canada area. His day job is with 
Eastman Kodak, in Hollywood, and _ his 
calling is a hobby which he really enjoys. 
Al played around with a call to the tune 
“Manana when it first came out, but was 
not pleased with it and was happy when 
Charles Zache of Arizona came up with the 
one we are printing herewith.

Four Clubs in Birmingham 

Birmingham, Alabama, in the heart of 
the Deep South, is rapidly becoming a 
Square dance center. At present there are 
four clubs; the Promenade, the Quadrille, 
the Rebel Reelers, and the Belles and 
Beaus. The clubs hold dances _ twice 
monthly. Outstanding callers there are Ed 
and Marion Rottiere who deserve much 
credit for the interest which has been cre- 
ated. They came from Atlanta, where they 
had been dancing regularly. When they 
found no dances in Birmingham, they got 
to work and organized a club, with Ed do- 
ing the calling. They are now kept busy 
several nights a week. A weekly dance is 
held each Friday night at the beautiful 
YWCA building. Members of the clubs 
serve as callers.

Association in South Texas “FP 


The South Texas Square Dance Associa- 
tion was organized three years ago in 
Corpus Christi and covered the entire 
South Texas area.

On the 
Board of Directors are: Walter Holmes, 
Dan Tucker, Jimmie Crabb, Bob Brooks, 
Dick White, and Roger Knapp, all of Cor- 
pus Christi; and A. G. McDougal and Tony 
Campbell of Kingsville. The first dance 
held by the new organization was on Feb. 
9, at Ray High School, Corpus Christi. 40 
squares were in attendance, music was fur- 
nished by the Cripple Creek Ranch Hands 
from Austin, and there were 18 callers on 
the program, M.C.’d by Roger Knapp, Dick 
White, and Jimmie Crabb. 
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ps THE cases of many of the best known 
square dance callers today, their greatest 
claim to success and fame has come 
through records they have pressed on one 
of a dozen labels on the market. 

Turning the tables on this type of pro- 
cedure, Capitol Records is releasing this 
month the first records made by two of the 
best known traveling square dance callers, 
Herb Greggerson, E] Paso, Texas, and Paul 
Phillips, Oklahoma City. Both of these call- 
ers have developed their own style and 
created a demand for the type of calling 
and specialized teaching they have per- 
fected. Herb is known especially for his 
clear patter calling, and Paul Phillips for 
the original singing calls which have be- 
come synonomous with his name. For their 
first recordings on the Capitol label, they 
have chosen four of their favorites. For 
Herb Greggerson, they are “Do-Si-Do Fun” 
and “Sashay Out” on Capitol 4019, and 
“Wheel Around” and “Around Just One” on 
Capitol 4020. 

Paul Phillips features four of his original, 
never-before-recorded singing calls on four 
Capitol Records. One side of these records 
features Paul calling the dance as he in- 
tended it to be called. On the reverse side of 
the record is the same dance with music 
only, forthose who would like to try their 
hand at calling. These records are “Charlie 
My Boy’ (Capitol 4021); “If You’ve Got 
the Money, [ve Got the Time” (Capitol 
4022 ) ; “If You Knew Susie” (Capitol 4023): 
and “Therell Be Some Changes Made,” 
(Capitol 4024). 

An album recently released by Lloyd 
Shaw Recordings has created a tremendous 
amount of enthusiasm in square and round 
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dance groups across the country. It's the 
much needed “Learn to Waltz” album No. 
4, and features a complete series of clear, 
easy to understand, and highly successful 
records on every stage of waltz develop- 
ment. The talking commentary. on each rec- 
ord, which coaches even the most awkward 
of the dancers through the fundamentals of 
waltzing, are easy to use and well thought 
out. Callers have told us that they have 
taken the album to some of their classes 
that have been tremendous problems when 
it came to round dancing, and have put 
these records on, one at a time, sometimes 
repeating sections where they felt the need 
existd, and the response has been extraor- 
dinarily successful. The last two records, 
like the others, feature the organ music of 
Fred Bergin, only, in this case, there is no 
instruction on the record. They’ re made 
only for dancing. 

Here are two rather incomplete reviews 
on records that you'll hear more about later, 
but which seem so unusual that they do 
rate special mention at this time. 

First, is Windsor’s new recording, “Stony 
Point,” which turns out to be very similar 
to the tune we know as “Pig Town Hoe- 
down,” but which has one of the most 
amazing and lifting beats of any record 
we ve had the pleasure of hearing. 

The second record “thrill” came to us 
when listening to Folkraft’s new record of 
“Old Joe Clark.” The instrumentation is 
“strictly out of this world.” Whether or not 
the beat is sufficient enough to carry the 
entire dance floor has not been successfully 
determined at the time of this writing, but 
you couldn’t ask for more enjoyable square 
dance listening.

Britt AND MARGARET LAMB, of the Square 
O Club in Los Angeles, were shopping for a 
house-warming gift for square dance friends 
but were appalled by the prices. Rummag- 
ing around in his garage, Bill came across 
some old stainless steel shafting, and old 
brass and bronze turned green with age and 
disuse. He remembered that their friends 
had expressed interest in a weather-vane, 
so Bill got busy. 

A machinist by trade, he spent several 
week-ends and several non-square-dance 
nights working over his raw materials. 
The rotating shaft of the weather-vane had 
been machined, ball bearing mounted and 
sealed into a cylinder. When he started to 
clean it for painting, Bill saw the metals 
taking on new life with a beautiful polish. 
With each turn of the buffing wheel the 
sheen increased and it was worked for 
hours. Brass mountings were made, a brac- 
ket for directional letters, a new point and 
feather cut and filed from the scrap bronze. 

In the October 1951 issue of Sets in 
Order, Margaret found a silhouette which 
an artist friend of Bill’s sketched to a 7 x 10, 
and included the features of the fortunate 
friends who were to receive the gift. The 
sketch was then cut and shaped with care 
and mounted on the points. The whole 
object, which stands about two feet high, 
was then sprayed with a clear airplane 
lacquer. 

Herewith we show you the finished 
weather-vane and its proud maker.

Couples in banjo position, R hips adjacent, with arms extended to 
side, palms down, gent facing LOD. Directions are for gent, lady 
does counterpart unless otherwise stated. 


(This dance is in “canter” rhythm—it uses only the first and third 
beats of the measure. ) 


Gent steps forward L (ct. 1), closes R to L (ct. 3), steps forward L 
again and points R forward. Lady steps backward R, closes L to R, 
steps back again R and swings L forward. 


Repeat meas. 1-2, gent starting forward R. 


Gent steps L (ct. 1), closes R to L (ct. 3), steps L and holds, keep- 
ing his R and her L hand low and his L and her R hand high as lady 


makes a complete R face turn and faces partner. 


Gent steps back R (ct. 1), closes L to R (ct. 3) and holds, as lady 
unwinds to starting position. 


Repeat meas. 1-8. 


Gent, with back to center of floor, lady on his L, and arms extended 
shoulder high, steps forward L (ct. 1) closes R to L (ct, 3), steps 
again L (ct. 1) and both pivot L face individually so that R hips 
are adjacent. 


Repeat meas. 17-18 with gent starting R and facing center. Both 
individually pivot R face. 


Repeat meas. 17-20. 


Lady, dropping her lL. hand, makes a complete R face turn under 
gents L arm into center of circle, stepping R (ct. 1), L (ct. 3), R 
again and swinging L. Gent marks time. 


Lady retraces steps with L face turn and takes ballroom position 
with gent facing LOD. 


Gent dips back L (ct. 1), then balances forward R (ct. 1). 


fn steps forward L (ct. 1), to side R (ct. 3) and closes L to R 
ct, 1). 


Note: This can be made a mixer by having the gent walk 6 steps to the lady 
ahead on meas. 31-382.
